busy. The one plant will in the main 
do for all the branches of this line of 
enterprise, which is all similar in its 
parts.

What is Beiug Done by 
the Architects.

I t to astonishing to observe the im­ 
mense number of buildings that have 
been erected in the city during the past 
■ix months. 
At the present time there 
are iuumerable structures of all sizes 
and descriptions in course of construc­ 
tion. Our capitalists are beginning to 
realise that Los Angeles is destined to 
be a large city, and m consequence they 
have built, aud are still building, to 
meet the wants of the large influx of 
people that are constantly arriving. 
Daring the past year the number of 
architects has doubled in this oity, and 
a large number of contractors havs been 
added to the Held of competition. 
Real 
estate signs are suspended from nearly 
every building, and all interested in the 
handling o r improvement of land are 
making a good living, and on invest­ 
ments are made without a profitable 
gain. 
Several large brick buildings are 
soon to be erected in the 
business 
part 
of 
the 
oity, 
but 
the 
owners 
and 
architects, 
in 
many 
instanoea withhold the facta, so as 
avoid tke solicitations of contractors. 
From prssent indications it is safe 
predict that the time is not far distant 
when the entire business oentsr of the 
eity will be entirely built up, and 
vaoant lot will not be found. Notwith­ 
standing the large amount of work that 
la being done in this city, contractors 
and architects are doing some heavy 
estimating in the surrounding towns. 
In one hamlet the contract is about tobe 
let for a $100,000 hotel. 
The name 
th e place is withheld for a couple 
days until the final arrangements are 
made. The structure when completed 
will be ohe of the finest hostelries 
Southern California. 
It will be three 
stories in height and every modern con­ 
venience will be supplied for the aooom 
modetiou of guests. One architectural 
firm alone hae over $200,000 worth 
work on hand which is being done out­ 
side of this city. 
Following will be 
found some of the building which is be­ 
ing done at the present time, besides 
some to be soon commenced; 
Cankin and,Haas are completing plans 
for the construction of the New City 
Hall, which is to be looated on Fort 
street between Seoond and Third. It 
to be constructed at a cost of $150,000 
and will be three stories in height, and 
of the Romanesque style. 
The construction of the apartment 
building for Captain Thom, which is to 
be situated on the ooruer of Main and 
Mayo streets, will soon be commenoed, 
I t will be a five-story structure divided 
into apartments of three room suits.

Indeed, so various 
are th e symptoms that the presence of the 
disease is not always known or even sus­ 
pected, until it bas reached a stage difficult 
to arrest. The disease may or m ay not be at­ 
tended by a discharge from the nostrils or 
throat, but there ia usually preseut a m or­ 
bid secretion and a frequent disposition 
(especially lu the m orning) to clear th e 
throat, and th e effort to do to is often, 
though not always, attended by expectora­ 
tion, tbeie Is a sensation of heaviness in 
the fiontal p art 01 the head, and tbe brain 
som etimes suffers to an extent producing 
headache, vertigo and confusion: it be­ 
comes difficult to think clearly, aud to con­ 
centrate tbe m lud; the memory becomes 
Im paired and the intellect enfeebled; de­ 
spondency of spirit and an excitable condi­ 
tion of the nervous system . 
Such Is tb e ef­ 
fect of the disease, and if to this train of 
sym ptom s (which uot Infrequently leads to 
to insanity or Idiocy) we add m any of th e 
rrore lo a'hsom ephysical effects, as casales, 
or rottenness of th e bones of tbe faoe and 
head, a m ost offensive smell to the breath, 
and corrupt, morbid au d polaououa secre­ 
tions, destruction or tbe serious Injury of 
the sense of sm ell, hearing, sight and taate. 
we have a catalogue of horrors w hich would 
lead any person to m ake early and proper 
efforts to eradicate th e disease from the 
system. Every c u e of C atarrh is curable if 
properly treated. 
B R O N C H IT IS . 


A eute Bronchitis is an inflam m atlcn o! 
the m ucous m em brane of th e broochlskl 
tu tes, and is one of tbe most com m on of 
the pulm onsry diseases. 
It is a dangerous 
disease, as it prevents the oxygenation of 
the blood, an d in m any cases, particularly 
after it p u s e s luto the chronlo stage, the 
substance of the luuga becomes serious­ 
ly involved, giving rise to w hst ic very 
properly called 
Bronchial Consumption, 
iu kha acute form th ere is a sense ol tight­ 
ness or pressure acro u tbe chest, w ith con­ 
siderable wheeslug, severe coughs and ex ­ 
pectoration. 
This is at first a white glary 
m ucous, which, after s tim e, becom es p u r­ 
ulent. The patient lu some c u t s Is obliged 
to sit up In bed, the oppression aoross the 
chest is so great, the »ktn is clam m y an d 
prostration rapidly sets in, and in fatal 
cases there w ill be m uttering delirium ,ooma

tion or the m ucous m em brane of tb e bron­ 
chial tabes. 
Wheu s cold settles on the 
ln n g sth e disease eith er ends in bronchitis 
or pneum onia. If it ends in brouchitls it 
usually p u se s off as s cold on the chest, 
and still th e patient doea not feel en tirely 
well. He feaJs tired and languid, and is In­ 
capable of taking bis usual am ount of ex er­ 
cise. aud experiences a shortness of breath 
w ltb more or le u warm th in the psdms of 
his hands. Soon after this s cough appears, 
aocom panled by an expectoration of thick 
mucuN, followed by a lit otic flash, lose of 
flesh and atreugth and night sweats con­ 
tinue, when the patient sssum es all tbe ap­ 
pearances of having s genuine case of con­ 
sum ption. B at this is sim ply catarrh of tho 
lungs or chronic Bronchitis. 
Iu the later stage of the disease the m ucas 
m em brauo of the larger brouohlal tu te 
softens, while in the sm aller tubes and air 
cells of the longs tb s m ucus m em brane be­ 
comes congested aud inflam nud. 
Thera 
are no cavatles nor tóbeteles in the longs, 
but m erely a w u tin g away of th e larger 
bronchial tubes, and death takes place 
from obstruction of tho brnnohlal tubes an d 1 
s ir cells of th e lungs. 
The patient “ 
from exhaustion and suffocation, * 
unable to expectorate th e m ucus 1___ 
accum ulates In tbe passage leadlug lo i 
lungs, which in some cases is stloky ai 
all in quantity, b u t m ore ~ 
copious, of a light straw or vellowish g 
O fteutlm ei streak* of blood m ake tb « 
nesrauce in the m ncus. and a t tim es tL 
Is a disagreeable sm ell.
